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Among  The  Boulders 


A  large  crowd  buzzed  about  the  little  village  of  San  Carlos.  There  were  no 
streets  ;  merely  a  post  office  and  a  trading  post.  After  the  furring  season  the  Indians 
and  whites  met  here  to  trade.  Among  the  motley  crowd  assembled  were  a  few 
women. 

The  sun  had  just  cleared  the  mountain  and  was  sending  its  strong,  hot  rays 
down  upon  the  village.  The  intense  heat  gave  the  village  a  lazy  aspect.  Most  of 
the  Indians  had  gotten  rid  of  their  pelts  and  were  planning  to  leave;  a  band  of 
Navajos  had  already  assembled  and  were  slowly  wending  their  way  toward  the 
homeward  trail,  each  stopping  for  a  last  visit  to  the  little  store,  which  at  this  time 
of  the  year  was  remarkably  well  stocked. 

Strong  Heart,  a  young  warrior  of  the  Navajos,  was  foremost  among  them.  As 
they  were  nearing  the  edge  of  the  town  they  passed  Chief  W  ar  Eagle,  of  the  Apache 
Tribe.  Close  behind  him  were  several  Indian  girls,  among  them  his  daughter, 
Princess  Napanee.  On  seeing  her,  Strong  Heart  lost  a  step  and  seemed  to  waver  a 
moment  but  as  she  passed,  he  continued  on  his  journey. 

Both  the  Navajo  and  the  Apache  tribes  are  large  and  very  warlike.  I  he 
Apaches  live  in  Southern  Arizona  while  the  Navajos  live  in  Northern  Arizona  and 
New  Mexico.  An  old  feud  had  existed  between  the  two  tribes  so  long  that  no  one 
remembered  what  had  been  the  cause  of  it. 

( )ne  morning  in  May  the  old  chief  of  the  Navajos  died.  The  old  men  and  war¬ 
riors  met  together  in  council  to  select  their  new  chief.  For  a  long  time  Strong  Heart 
had  been  a  leader  among  them.  True  to  his  name  he  was  very  strong,  brave  and 
fearless.  He  was  a  living  statue  of  strength  and  power.  In  his  native  habit  he  was 
very  handsome;  he  was  the  fleetest  of  his  tribe  and  excelled  in  the  hunt.  He  was 
immediately  acclaimed  chief  of  the  Navajos. 

Strong  Heart's  first  act  was  a  war  against  the  Apache  Indians,  whom  he  hated. 
He  had  always  hoped  that  he  would  become  chief  and  utterly  destroy  this  tribe  ;  and 
now  in  his  thirty-seventh  vear  he  had  realized  his  desire.  1  he  next  night  he  called 
all  his  warriors  together.  A  wild  group  they  were.  The  blood  raced  through  their 
veins  and  they  gave  a  blood-curdling  war  whoop  when  their  chief  proposed  the  war¬ 
path.  They  needed  no  more  encouragement  to  start  them  on  it  that  very  night. 

Such  a  night!  It  is  almost  impossible  to  even  conceive  of  supposed  human 
beings  having  such  powers  of  endurance.  I  hey  whooped ;  they  yelled  ;  they  danced. 
They  built  a  great  fire.  Round  and  round  they  danced.  A  huge  tub,  with  a  large 
notched  wooden  stick,  which  they  drew  back  and  forth  across  it,  was  their  main 
musical  instrument;  and  mingled  with  the  beat  of  tomtoms.  Music!  (  )ne  would 
think  that  the  elements  were  trying  their  best  to  out  do  each  other.  1  his  continued 
until  morning. 

At  the  break  of  day  Strong  Heart  assembled  his  warriors  and  set  out  to  annihi¬ 
late  the  enemy. 

Three  days  led  them  through  rocks  and  barren  lands  and  cactuses  down  the 
San  Carlos  River  Valley. 

Strong  Heart -sent  out  a  scout  to  find  the  home  of  Chief  Mar  Eagle.  Io  be 
selected  for  this  dangerous  duty  was  considered  a  very  great  honor.  As  soon  as 
dark  settled  over  the  village  where  most  of  the  Apaches  were  assembled  the  scout 
moved  very  stealthily  near  it.  He  was  so  excited  he  scarcely  dared  breathe.  He 
was  drawing  nearer- — and  nearer  !  Suddenly,  without  warning,  a  shot  rang  out 
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through  the  stillness  and  a  bullet  whizzed  by  his  head.  The  scout  was  so  surprised, 
so  intent  was  he  upon  what  was  before  him,  that,  quick  as  he  was,  another  bullet 
buried  itself  in  his  left  shoulder  before  he  could  escape  and  he  fell  to  the  ground. 
The  unseen  murderer  quickly  scalped  his  victim  and  sped  into  the  camp  of  War 
Eagle. 

Some  hunters  in  the  woods  that  day  had  seen  from  a  hilltop  the  approach  of 
the  Navajos.  Only  once  in  years  did  they  hunt  that  far  away  from  home  and  in 
that  particular  spot.  But  game  had  become  scarce  in  their  regular  hunting  grounds 
and  a  few  adventurous  warriors  had  decided  to  try  another  place.  All  of  them  had 
returned  to  warn  War  Eagle,  except  this  lone  warrior,  who  had  kept  a  look-out  and 
followed  this  scout. 

He  waved  the  scalp  before  him  as  he  entered  the  camp.  The  warriors  had 
already  gathered  about  their  chief.  There  was  no  fear  among  them.  They  were  just 
as  eager  to  fight  as  the  Navajos.  It  was  decided  that  they  should  slip  over  the  old 
worn-down  mountain  that  separated  them  from  the  enemy  and  surprise  them  in  the 
morning.  The  trail  was  comparatively  easy  and  the  task  could  he  accomplished  in 
one  night’s  travel. 

The  braves  put  on  their  war  paints  and  were  soon  moving  cautiously  from 
boulder  to  boulder.  They  sent  the  warrior,  who  had  discovered  the  enemy,  ahead  to 
ascertain  how  near  they  were.  He  soon  saw  in  the  distance  another  scout.  Evidently 
Strong  Heart  had  grown  uneasy  with  the  failure  of  his  first  scout  to  return  and 
had  sent  out  another.  He  crouched  behind  a  huge  boulder  and  when  the  Navajo 
approached,  dropped  him  with  the  first  shot.  He  scalped  him  and  went  on. 

From  a  distance  he  saw  Chief  Strong  Heart  sitting  in  the  doorway  of  his  camp. 
Dawn  was  on  the  approach.  He  hastened  back  to  report  his  findings. 

With  a  great  war  whoop  the  Apaches  sent  forth  a  volley  of  shot  upon  the  camp 
of  the  enemy.  The  Navajos  were  just  about  ready  to  begin  the  journey;  they  had 
not  been  caught  unarmed.  For  the  rest  of  the  day  they  fought.  The  valley  was 
filled  with  the  dead  and  dying.  Vultures,  aware  of  death,  encircled  the  sky. 

At  last,  about  sunset,  Strong  Heart  succeeded  in  capturing  Chief  War  Eagle. 
He,  unlike  most  Indians,  was  very  civil  towards  this  famous  old  chief.  He  was  not 
sure  what  he  would  do  with  him.  He  carried  W  ar  Eagle  to  the  ruins  of  their  camp. 
There  he  left  a  guard  with  instructions  to  treat  the  old  man  kindly.  W  as  this  a 
bluff?  Would  tomorrow  still  bring  kindness?  I  he  poor  old  chief  was  miserable. 

Back  in  the  Apache  village  was  a  very  sad  group  of  women  and  defeated, 
though  not  beaten,  warriors.  Undoubtedly  in  the  morning  the  Navajos  would  wipe 
out  the  entire  village.  The  warriors  determined  to  make  one  last  stand. 

Strong  Heart  was  lying  near  the  entrance  to  his  camp,  relaxing  and  di earning. 
It  was  the  same  old  dream.  He  saw  a  beautiful  maiden  looking  at  him,  hei  ejes 
full  of  admiration.  Suddenly,  that  look  changed.  A  look  of  sadness  and  gi  lef 
replaced  it.

We  had  scored  two  touchdowns  and  had  made  two  place 
kicks,  which  totaled  14  points,  when  Buchanan  scored  a  touchdown  by  the  rule  of 
interfering  with  the  receiver  of  the  pass  by  an  orange  and  maroon  man.  This  was 
their  only  tally.  The  score  was  14-6  in  favor  of  Vinton. 

We  returned  home  now  with  three  straight  victories  to  our  credit.  Lexington 
High  School  was  to  be  number  four.  A  snappy  team  was  put  on  the  field  from 
Lexington  to  compete  with  our  Orange  and  Maroon  team.  From  the  start  of  the 
whistle  to  the  end  of  the  game  neither  team  had  passed  the  20  yard  line.  This 
made  our  fourth  but  a  moral  victory,  since  the  game  ended  with  a  score  of  0  to  0. 

Our  next  game  was  with  Buena  Vista,  who  had  defeated  Vinton  by  a  big  score 
the  previous  year.  It  was  not  a  victory  but  it  was  not  a  run-away.  1  bis  game 
pulled  the  big  score  down  ;  Vinton  was  on  the  short  end  of  6  to  0  score. 

We  next  went  to  Radford  to  meet  the  strongest  team  of  the  season.  4  here  we 
were  only  defeated  the  first  half.  The  team  came  back  strong  with  a  great  fighting 
spirit  and  Radford  was  only  able  to  push  across  the  white  line  once.  V  hen  the 
whistle  blew  our  team  was  not  ready  to  stop ;  the  ball  was  in  our  possession  on 
Radford's  12  yard  line. 

Score  27-0  in  Radford’s  favor. 

No  one  is  disappointed  over  our  showing  this  year  and  with  a  wealth  of  material 
back  next  season  we  hope  to  materially  improve  even  our  showing  of  this  year.
